 Assumptions: 

 

 U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) is responsible for enforcing federal 

immigration laws as part of its homeland security mission. 

 Pursuant to Tenn. Code Ann. § 4-42-103, no state governmental entity or official shall 

adopt or enact a sanctuary policy. A state governmental entity that adopts or enacts a 

sanctuary policy is ineligible to enter into any grant contract with the Department of 

Economic and Community Development until the sanctuary policy is repealed, 

rescinded, or otherwise no longer in effect. 

 All state government entities are assumed to currently be in compliance with state and 

federal immigration law. 

 Passage of the proposed legislation will exclude certain state and local governmental 

entities from the prohibition on adopting or enacting sanctuary policies. 

 Excluding various state and local governmental entities from the prohibition on adopting 

or enacting sanctuary policies will have no significant impact to state or local 

government.  
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
